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1. The Medical Coros, of the h Field Army consists of three Medical Departments 
(I Kuan Ch'u G ¥ ‘fiw de Zach department has six hospitals and each hospital 
has three clinics (So PI )}. A clinic consists of the following scctions: 


a. Modical Section (I Liao Tsu JF 4g ) 


b. Supply Section (Pu Chi Tsu. 44 #4 £9) 
c. Medical Affairs Section (I Ju Tsu es & 44), The section has two 
Nurses Platoons and each platoon has three sections. 


d. Political Administration Section (Cheng Chih Tsu 36 #4). 


2. <A hospital normally handles 1,500 natients, and umder no circwastances may 
it take more then 1,800 paticnts. The administrative director, medical 
director, ond nolitical instructor of the clinic are on the same level. In 
addition, there are usually about 10 cadres (including 6 to 7 docters and an 
ancillary staff of 130 to 10 (including 0 to 50 nurses and 50 to GO medical 
orderlics.). 


3. Dectors are Chinose or Javanese anc receive equal treatment. Since the 
Communist occwation of China, many Nationalist civil and military doctors 
have joined military hogitals. There are no Soviet doctors or mcedical 
technicians actually working in military hospitals. Wovever, medical 
advisory rroupa of tyro or three Soviets in Communist army uniforms are 
available for consultation. There is such a group in Canton. Many of the 
Jayancse doctors are specialists and some of them are German—trained. 


h. The nurscs, both male and female, are Chinese and Japanese. Yurses are 
Imowm as "technical nurses" (i.¢., fully trained) or "well~exerienced 
nurses" (i.e., learning asthey-vork). The Chineso nurses usually have about 
six months' training in Manchuria end then learn by experience, 


Se The orcanization of the medical services is on orthodox Chinese Commumist 
Arr: Lincs and the Political Desartiuent is sumreme, Doctors and nurses 
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attend the daily cdiscimlinary and selfconfession sessions, for which all work 
CENSCS. 


6. Doctors are praded on regular military lines by a Cadres Assessment Committee 
(Ping Xan Wei Yuen Hui sf BP a 4). They are givenranks as cadres of 
comany, battalion, or higher’ mit level in accordance with the comittee'’s 
assessment of their technique, character, thought, and working spirit. Their 
pay consists of three allowances: ordinary, health, and technical. For 
examle, a cadre of battalion level received in Avril 1950: 


Technical allovance-—-———J12 200,000 
Ordinary allowance- —---JIP 20,000 
Health adlowance- ~-(Monthly pork allowance) 


Doctors are permitted occasionally to go into torm and citics. They do not 
carry arms. 


Zo Medical supplies are very short and were originally almost entirely captured 
Nationalist stocks. Such drugs as penicillin, streptomycin, atabrinc, paludrine, 
metabrine, and sulfa are available in small quantitics and are used very 
sparingly. Drugs manufactured in the USSR are now being received, These drucs 
are of inferior quality and renacked in Chinese containers when they reach Uorth 
China, Communist propaganda is laying great stress on the evils of "capitalist 
medicines," which came alivactitcly vackaged, and is stressing the utilitarian 
nature of Communist medicaments., In addition, the Comunists are examining the 
yossibilities of developing native Chinese treatments anc pharmacclogy, but they 
do not accent traditional Chincse medical practice in its entirety. A medical 
journal, Health News (Chien Kane dih Pao f@ i d #)), is circulated among 
doctors only. 


8 There is a limited amowmt of socialized medical equipment, such as “ray. In 
case of necessity the assistance of civil hospitals is sourht but security 
precautions are talon in such cases to prevont Coctora and patients from possible 
foreign "contamination". There is no established liaison with civil medical 
authorities. ; 


9. The most common discascs are rhewatic fever, dysentery, stomach ulcers, and 
diseases caused by vitamin deficiencies. The rate of tubcorculosis is not high 
ane the incidence of venereal disease is lov. The treatment of comlaints which 
in the wostern world would require sunray and other ap :aratus is attempted by 
suggestion or some form of crude physiotheraphy because the Chinese leek the 
specialized equipment and also have an antipathy to it. Although the traditional 
Chinese practice of acupuncture is not officially condoned, a modified form of it 
has been used to treat cases of arthritis. 


10, There is no officiel military medical documentation for troos. A combined 
cholera and typhoid injection is gi.en to each soldier once a year, but the 
individual is responsible as a matter of personal discipline for getting this 
done, Vaecination is not regular or comulsory. 


11. There are no instructions for anti-gas training. 


12, Sanitary insocetions by doctors of cookhouses, billets, and other buildings are 
not repular or official but occur occasionally. Supplies of DDT are available 
but doctors are not gencrally faniliar with its uses. 


13, The Medical Corms does not have its om transoort but dravs it as recuired from 
the Service Coms. <A few caoturcd American ambulances and converted trucks are 
used for carrying vatients. Tho Ned Cross insignia is not normally used but 
litter bearers on the ficld of battle sometines carry Ned Cross Mlags.* 
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
